than it will spend. 


Total receipts of the State for 
the fiscal year ending August 1 
was $230.198,599 and the expen­ 
ditures were $196,265.523, leaving 
the

above 
which added to the money already 
in the treasury brings the total 
surplus to $103.047.806. 
The Texas tax dollar is divided 
as follows: 
Education. 35.3 cents, totaling 
$58.722.990. 
State Highways, 29 cents, total­ 
ing $48,265,664 
Old Age Pension, 20 cents, tot­ 
aling $34,406,200. 
Payment on State Debts, 2.2 
cents, totaling $3.708.215. 
Miscellaneous Expenditures, 14 
cents, totaling $30,192,500. 
The advalorem tax on property 
was the third most productive, re­ 
presenting 9.9 cents of every tax 
dollar and totaling $20,096,845. 
The auto license tag tax repre­ 
sented 5 cents out of every tax 
dollar, totaling $10,134.092.
